The Winfleld spur in Queens, to

erly between Seventy-eighth and 
Seventy-ninth Streets to Queens

field Avenue to Sixty-tifth Place. 
The line goes along Sixty-fifth 
Place to Fresh Pond Road, along

the Rockaway rapid transit line 
in Central Avenue near Cypress 
Hills Avenue. The line will be in 
subway from Broadway to Forty- 
fifth Avenue, then elevated to 
Fresh Pond Road and then sub- 
way to Central Avenue connection. 
By this cross connecting line 
traffic te and from Brooklyn and 
the Rockaways will be enabled to 
reach Central Manhattan and the 
Easterly Bronx, as well as the 
Flushing, Bayside, Whitestone and 
College Point sections of Queens. 


For Easterly Queens. 


The 120th Street line in Queens 
will begin at a point of connection 
with the Rockaway line at or near 
the intersection of North Conduit 
Boulevard and Hawtree Street, 
continuing easterly, crossing inter- 
vening streets to 120th Avenue at 
Rockaway Boulevard, easterly 


through 120th Avenue to Spring- 


field Boulevard, along Springfield 
Boulevard northeasterly to Foch 
Boulevard. This line will be ele- 
vated throughout and will have 
four tracks from the point of junc- 
tion with the Rockaway line to 
Van Wyck Boulevard and there- 
after two. tracks. 

The Van. Wyck Boulevard line 
will be a two-track extension from 
connection-to the Long Island City- 
Jamaica line at 137th Street and 
Eighty-seventh Avenue southerly 
to Van Wyck Boulevard, along 
Van Wyck Boulevard as subway to 
about 166th Avenue, then elevated 
along Van Wyck Boulevard to 
Rockaway Boulevard. 

The proposed extensions to the 
existing rapid transit lines now in 
operation are as follows: 

Extension of the Flushing sub- 
way to embrace the communities 
of Broadway, Murray Hill, Au- 
burndale and Bayside by construct- 
ing the line from Main Street, 
Flushing, as a subway, along 
Roosevelt Avenue to 150th Street 
(Boerum Avenue), then curving 
easterly and rising to an elevated 
structure and extending along pri- 
vate property and the Long Island 
Railroad right of way to Sta- 
tion Road at Northern’ Boule- 
vard; then along Station Road to 
193d Street, curving northerly 
across Long Island Railroad right 
of way to Thirty-eighth Avenue, 
along Thirty-eighth Avenue to 221st 
Street. It will be a three-track 
subway to 147th Street, then two- 
track subway to 155th Street and 
a two-track elevated structure to 
22ist Street. Also a_ two-track 
branch extension to Whitestone 
and College Point beginning at 
147th Street and Roosevelt Ave- 
nue, curving northerly into 149th 
Street and extending to Eleventh 
Avenue and through Eleventh Ave- 
nue to 122d Street, College Point. 
The line is to be in subway to 
Thirty-fifth Avenue, then eleyated 
to the terminus. 

The Astoria elevated line in 
Queens is to be extended from a 
connection to existing elevated 
line at Twenty-third Avenue and 
Thirty-first Street, Astoria, then 
curving easterly as two-track ele- 
vated structure to Ditmars Ave- 
nue, along Ditmars Avenue to 
Seventieth Street, to Astoria Bou- 
levard, and along Astoria Boule- 
vard to Northern Boulevard, to 
112th Street, and along 112th Street 
to Fiftieth Street, then diagonally 
across intervening streets, Flush- 
ing River to Nassau Boulevard at 
Gilroy Street, and along Nassau 
Boulevard to Cross Island Boule- 
vard. This line will serve Stein- 
way, North Beach, East Elmhurst 
and communities southeast of 
Flushing. 

The Astoria extension is planned 
as two tracks from the point of 
connection with the existing ele- 
vated line at Twenty-third Avenue 
and Thirty-third Street to the 
point —— % it connects with 
Astoria Boulevard.

VIENNA, Sept. 15.—After agitated 
debates which necessitated the ap-| 
pointment of a special committee to) 
consider the question in all its as-| 
pects the Agudath Israel World Con-| 
gress of Orthodox Jews decided to- 
day it could not officially enter the; 
Jewish Agency to shars in the work 
of colonization of Palestine. 

The decision, which was reached 
after strenuous efforts of the Zion- 
ists to persuade Agudath Israel to 
enter the agency and thereby pre 
sent a united Jewish front to the 
world in the matter of Zionist work, 
was marked by an expression of sym- 
pathy with Zionism. 

Recent events in Palestine led the 
congress to consider the question 
particularly seriously, as a feeling 
was current that the threat to Jewish 
colonization there should modify the 
attitude of non-participation which 
the organization had been expected 
to adopt. 

An Angudath committee decided 
that, despite all sympathy for the 
reconstruction work in Palestine, it 
was impossible for orthodox Jewry 
officially to be associated with the 
secular Zionist work. Orthodox 
Jewry decided it must stand on Bible 
nationalism—that is, where the Jew 
has a Bible there he is at home. 
Various members strongly urged that 
the Bible promised the Jews a home 
which would not be given by any 
human agency under the protection 
of troops and that it was impossible 
for orthodex Jewry to work with 
despisers of Jewish holy books. 


Rabbi Kahane of New York said | 


before the congress, which he called 
one of the most important ever held 
in the history of Jewry, that ‘‘for the 
first 300 of the most famous rabbis, 
representing all shades of opinion, 
are attending such a gathering, en- 
abling us to show the world that, de- 
spite all differences, orthodox Jews 
fundamentally are of one mind. 

“‘One of our aims is the strict or- 
ganization of orthodoxy, which has 
shown its strength and universality 
at this congress. We wish to create 
a@ permanent rabinical council as the 
supreme authority of orthodox Jews. 

“That would be something new, but 
it is essential to our religious life 
If. as it is said, Jewry tends toward 
individualism, then the establishment 
of such a central body would be 
particularly valuable.”’

A rare group of figures in Chinese 
cloisonné enamel, rivaled by only two 
Similar collections in this country, 
has been acquired by the Metropol- 
itan Museum of Art, according to an 
announcement yesterday by Dr. Ed- 
ward Robinson, director of the mu- 
seum, The collection, consisting of 
19) pieces, forms the only exhibition | 
of Chinese cloisonné enamels at the 
museum. It is the gift of Edward 
G. Kennedy, art collector. 

Among the delicately carved fig- 
ures are several pieces which are 
nearly six centuries old, being attrib- 
uted by art collectors as belonging to 
the Wan Li Period. Of the collec- 
tion, two are bronzes and one porce- 
lain; the remaining ninety-seven are 
pure examples of Chinese cloisonne 
enamel 

“Mr. Kennedy's kind gift marks an 
unusually notable acquisition for the 
museum and one of the most signif- 
which we have made during 
the year,’’ Dr. Robinson said. ‘‘Only 
two other groups in this country are 
as large, and no collection in the 
United States surpasses it in quality.”

THOMAS QUESTIONS 


‘LA GUARDIA ON FASCISM 





Asks Whether He Is Adherent of | 
Massolini’s Party—Calls Him 
a Political Chameleon. 





Characterizing Representative F. 
H. La Guardia as a ‘“‘political 
chameleon,’’ Norman Thomas, So- 
cialist candidate for Mayor, ques- 
tioned yesterday Mr. La Guardia’s 
recent assertion that he had never 


made a deal with Tammany in his 
life and recalled that in 1918 Mr. 
La Guardia was elected to Congress 
by Democratic and Republican fusion 
against a Socialist candidafe and ap- 
peared on the ballot as a Democrat 
and a Republican.* 

“The politest thing we can say 
about Mr. La Guardia’s boast that 
he never made a deal with Tam- 
many is that he suffers from an 
exceedingly bad memory,’’ Mr. 
Thomas said. ‘If he did not make 
a deal in 1918, somebody made it | 
for him and he was glad to accept 
the benefits of it. He could not pos- 
sibly have been elected without Dem- 
ocratic support. { 

‘Six years later he was denouncing 
the Democratic and Republican 
parties with equal vehemence. Hav- 
ing repudiated both parties and 
joined the La Follette movement, he | 
was given the Socialist nomination 
which he sorely craved. When the 


became a Republican again. The 
Major thus enjoys the distinction of 
having run at some time or other | 
on all three tickets with a legal place | 
on the New York ballot. He also 
has been nominated or endorsed by 
some three or four other parties or 
groups, now dead. I can relieve Mr. 
Bennett's mind by assuring him that 
this record does not make Major 
La Guardia a Socialist. It makes 
him a chameleon or sort of political | 
Vicar of Bray.’’ 

Mr. Thomas also called upon Mr. 
La Guardia to say whether or not 
he was a Fascist, since he had ac- 
cepted without protest a Fascist 
salute from some of his supporters, 
although he has been regarded as 
an anti-Fascist. ‘‘The question is 
important, for Fascism seeks to be- 
come a world creed, a creed con- 
demned by every shade of labor and 
progressive opinion,’’ Mr. Thomas 
continued. ‘‘Moreover, Fascist and 
anti-Fascist quarrels have before | 
now troubled the peace of New York | 
and are likely to trouble it again. | 
Mussolini has systematically be- | 
stowed honors and favors upon New | 
York officials. Walker is his bosom | 
friend. This makes it important to | 
know where the Major stands.”’

of Mrs. Etta M. Krause of Buskirk, 
administratrix of the estate of Ru- 
dolph G. Krause, against the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Company and the 
Boston & Maine Railroad.

COLLEGE DRIVES ASSAILED 


Not a Permanently Feasible Policy, 
Pritchett Says in Annual 
Report of Institution. 


Covering a variety of educational 
problems in the twenty-third annual 
report of the Carnegie Foundation 
for the Advancement of Teaching, 
which was made public yesterday, 
Dr. Henry Smith Pritchett, president 
of the foundation, defends perma- 
nent charitable trusts against their | 
critics but says it is possible that na- 


ercise a control over them. 

‘It may be true that $100,000,000 
can be distributed more wisely and 
can serve a larger purpose if com- 
pletely distributed in a limited period 
of time rather than if it be consti- 
tuted a perpetual endowment for the 
benefit of many generations,’’ Dr. 
Pritchett writes, expressing the argu- 
ment of some modern philanthropists, 
‘‘but there is no way of proving it.”’ 

Dr. Pritchett also condemns the 
constant public appeals for funds by 
struggling colleges, presents new data 
on professors’ salaries and lauds the 
report of Controller Charles W. 
Berry's municipal pension commis- 
sion as offering a plan to bring “‘or- 


der out of the pension chaos from 
which the city of New York is suf- 
fering."’ 

$17,371,900 Paid in Pensions. 

Dr. Pritchett also discloses that the 
Carncyi Foundation, during th 
ty entyv-three \ ars of its ar ivit. 
has paid out :n retiring allowances to 
professors and in pensions to their 
widows 5$17,371.900. a sum which 1 
more than $1,000,000 greater than its 
permanent endowment Besides its 
general endowment, the organization 
has other resources which bring its 
funds to $31,594,000. The average re-

They 
have been established in nearly every | 
case to meet definite needs and 
stated causes. They are invariably 
creatures of the law and_ incor-| 
porated under definite charters either | 
by the Congress of the United States | 
or by the Legislature of some State. | 
They have universally adopted a} 
policy of frank publicity with re- 
spect to the disposition of their 
funds. | 

“Finally they differ sharply from 
the older charitable foundations in 
the fact that the founders of such} 
trusts have called to their governing 
boards men only of ability and char- 
acter, whose concern in the adminis- 
tration of the trust is disinterested. 
In other words, those who have 
created the great charitable endow- 
ments in our country have taken all 
the precautions which experience 
could suggest to avoid the objections 
anticipated by the older economists 
and to meet such complaints as 
arose against the older charitable 
trusts of European countries. Their 
future usefulness and the attitude of 
he public toward them will depend 
the wisdom, the sense of public 
needs and the disinterested spirit in 
the noble purposes of their 
founders are translated into the ser- 
vice of each generation.”’ 


Government Control Possible. 


He adds that it is ‘altogether prob- 
able that the charitable trusts in the 
United States will, as time goes on, 
come under a sharper public scrutiny 

|and perhaps under the control of the 
national or of State governments.” 

From a study of ninety large and 
small American universities and col- 
leges Dr. Pritchett presents figures 
to show that professors are paid 
much better in institutions which 
have enrolments of more than one 


thousand students each. In these 
the highest maximum salary of a 
full professor is $12,000. the lowest 
$3,000. the median $6,000 and the 
average $6,315 In the smaller col- 
lores the highest maximum is $6,000, 
the lowest $1,800, the median $3,700 
and the average $3,840. 

“It is undoubtedly difficult,” Dr 
Pritchett writes, ‘‘out of a salary of 
$3.700 for a professor with a family 


to provide himself and them with

struggling colleges, realize that the 
endeavor to support large expecta- 
tions by constant appeals to the 
general public will not be perma- 
nently a feasible policy.” 


Longevity of Retired Teachers. 


An interesting observation in the 
repoit is that a study of the com- 


pleted lives of 385 teachers who have 
been in receipt of retiring allow- 
ances shows that college professors, 
especially those who have lived in 
relatively small and quiet communi- 
ties, tend to live much longer than 


ithe generality of men. 


Outlining the municipal pension 
studies of the foundation, Dr. Pritch- 
ett endorses Controller Berry’s pro- 
posals as ‘“‘sound and practical,” al- 
though they were attacked by many 
city employes.

Speaking of hitters, Rogers Hornsby has been up 
among the leaders since the weather turned warm in 
July, but, by comparison, the Royal Rajah isn’t up to 
his real form. If he were, he would be out in front 
of the batting parade. For a time, at least, the big 
fellow from Winters, Texas, was easily the best right- 
hand hitter in baseball and one of the best the game 
ever saw. 

You can find the names of other piayers grouped 
around his in the averages now, which means either

On Saturday the Assembly of 

the League of Nations unanimously 
voted to adopt the revision of the 
statute of the World Court, the work 
chiefly of Mr. ELIHU Root. It in- 
cludes modifications specially devised 
to meet the objections, or the reser- 
vations, made by the United ates 
Senate. That they do this satisfac- 
torily is the opinion expressed by 
Secretary STIMSON, with whom Pres- 
ident Hoover is understood to agree 
When all the nations, members of 
the World Court, have signed the 
new protocol, as they are expected 
to do almost at once, nothing will be 
required of the American Govern- 
ment but to accept it and thus also 
become a member. 

. Previously the reservations made 
by the Senate when it voted to enter 
the World Court provided they were 
met had been accepted by the con- 
stituent nations with only the fifth 
reservation left in doubt. Thjs is 
the one which related to advisory 
opinions by the Court, and which the 
Root formula was devised to cover,

THE BOROUGH SYSTEM. 
When the boroughs which make 


up New York City were permitted | 


to retain a form of autonomous gov- 
ernment it was perhaps not expected 
that a fight in one of them over the 
Borough Presidency would ever pro- 
vide such igterest and importance as 
the current o: e in Queens. Presi- 
dent HARVEY’s latest move to pre- 
vent the Republican leader, Mr. DE 
BRAGGA, from removing primary elec- 
tion officers favorable to the Har- 
vey candidacy is another demonstra- 
tion of how tense is the battle. When 
results are announced to the public on 
the night of Sept. 17, what has hap- 
pened in Queens will command the 
widest of the community. 
For ever since the revelation of the 
sewer scandals, and the outcome of 
the trial of former President Con- 
NOLLY, New York City has realized 
that all theforces which make drama 
in politics have been engaged from 
Jamaica to Astoria. 

The backwash of the conflict drew 
even the Presidential race into its 
tides. For, due obviously to the 
Democratic factional split over the 
Connolly case and the firm manner 
in which ALFRED E. SMITH dealt 
with that, his normal party vote in 
Queens receded almost enough to 
have cost him the electoral vote of 
New York State. In all his public 
career it is doubtful that any disap- 


interest 


pointment was so bitter to the for- 
mer Governor. It is not true to say 
that Queens cost him the State, but 
it played a considerable part in 
that loss. 

During his term of office President 
HARVEY has shown many faults of 
speech and action.

Mrs. Julia Quintieri believed she 
had put herself beyond reach of the 
death threats of a rejected suitor. 
She had complained to the police and 
then moved from Harlem to an iso- 
lated section of the upper Bronx. 

The young woman had redoubled 
her caution in going to and from 
her work as a milliner. She was 
confident that her annoyer had lost 
her. One of two windows in the rear 
of her apartment worried her. It 
opened on a fire-escape. It would be 
easy for the man to climb in. 

One night after she returned from 
work she nailed the window tight. 
Only by smashing the pane, and that 
would waken her, could the angry 
in. The second window 
she did not nail. It seemed to her 
that no one could swing from the 
fire-escape to the window ledge. 


Climbs in Unnailed Window. 


Some time, however, during Satur- 
day night or early yesterday a man | 
crawled through the unnailed win- 
dow while Mrs. Quintieri slept. He 
put four strands of butcher's twine 
around her neck and tied her hands 
together. 

The woman's son Charles, 5 years 
old, got up yesterday morning and 
dressed himself. He saw his mother, 
but was too young to comprehend 
why she looked so odd. He went 
out to play near the house at 2,403 
Cambrelling Avenue, the Bronx. 

The youngster played for an hour. 
Then, as though it was a matter of | 
no import—even last night the boy’s 
immature mind failed to grasp what 
had happened—he told one of his 
playmates that ‘‘something had hap- 
The second child, 
whose name the police did not get, 
was quicker of wit. 

He told Patrolman Algie of the 
Bronx Park station. Algie went to 
the apartment house in Cambrilling 
Avenue.

Queens Engineers Working on 
Plans to Recover Metal From 
Abandoned Autos. 


CONCERNS BID FOR RIGHTS 


Laurelton Man Suggests Hulks Be 


Used to ‘‘Mattress’” Banks of 
Sunrise Trail to End Slides.

Tentative specifications for a re- 
duction plant in which metal parts 
of abandoned automobiles would be 
salvaged are being prepared in 
Queens as the result of a series of 
conferences between Albert H. Dous- 
man, engineer of the Ford Motor 
Company plant at Kearny, N. J., 
and Major Oscar Erlandsen, Chief 
Engineer of the borough. 

The problem of disposing of the 
large number of cars, particularly 
old Fords, which are abandoned in 
Queens caused Borough President 
Harvey to write several weeks ago to 
Henry Ford asking his advice re- 
garding the best method for getting 
rid of these hulks. Mr. Ford re- 
Dousman to go to 
Queens and confer with the Borough 
President and his engineers. 

It was finally decided to draw up 


|plans for a reduction plant which 


would be equipped with machinery 
to separate th. metal worth salvag- 
ing from the waste material. Under 
this plan the metal would be pressed 
into bales and sold. 

In writing to Mr. Ford to apprise 
him of the results of the conferences 
Mr. Harvey said: *“‘Whether the city 
of New York will set up this plant 


or whether an @ndependent salvage 
corporation will be given a franchise 
to do the work has not been decided. 
But in either case a certain income 
should be realized through the dis- 
posal of abandoned cars; this income 
to be used by the city of New York 
to defray at least mee: of the expense 
entailed in the collection of automo- 
bile hulks from the streets and high- 
ways.”’ 

John J. Halleran, Commissioner of 
Public Works in Queens, said that 
salvage corporations have 
applied for the franchise to salvage 
the abandoned cars. These proposals 
are being turned over to Mr. Dous- 
man and Major Erlandsen. 

Many

Dairymen’s League Head Tells of 
Cut in Production Due to Drought. 


Prolonged droughts have created 
the most difficult milk supply prob- 
lem that has confronted dairy farm- 
ers in many years, Fred H. Sexauer, 
president of the Dairymen’s League 
Cooperative Association, Inc., said 
yesterday. 

The dry weather, Mr. Sexauer 
pointed out, has practically destroyed 


pasture as a source of feed for dairy | 


cows weeks before the normal end of 
the pasture season, and green feeds 
and corn usually relied upon as helps 


in Fall feeding have been damaged | 


by the droughts. 

“The effect of this,"’ Mr. Sexauer 
said, “has been a considerable de- 
cline in milk production, and just at 
a time when consumption in 
York City and other centres 
shown an increase because of the re- 
turn of thousands from vacations. 

‘All dairymen should begin at once 
the use of high protein feeds to pre- 
vent further declines in production,”’ 
Mr. Sexauer added. ‘‘Also special 
care should be taken to protect cows 
from bad weather. Nothing will cut 
down milk production more rapidly 
than leaving cows out in the cold, 
wet weather.”

No Agreement on Responsibility. 


The banks further revealed there 
was no precise agreement as to re- 
sponsibility for the loss. The trans- 
actions began when a credit of $500,- 


000 was set up for the Bank of Tel- | 
luride at the Chase National Bank 
on Aug. 30 by the Chemical National, 

Harriman National, Equitable, Guar- | 
anty Trust, First National and Na- 
tional City Banks in obedience to tele- 

graphic orders in correct banking 
code, apparently from their six corre 

spondent banks in Denver. When 
routine notices of execution of these 
erders reached the Denver corre- 
spondents, however, the telegrams 
were repudiated as frauds. Mean- 
while, Mr. Waggoner had come and 
gone, after disbursing the $500,000 
in cashier's checks of the Bank of 
Telluride, which the Chase National 
Bank certified. Some of these certi- 
fied cashier's checks had been taken 
to the Central Hanover Bank and 
used to pay off $260,000 loans, taking 
down collateral which was ordered 
to be mailed back to the Bank of 
Telluride. The remaining certified 
cashier's checks were mailed directly 
to Colorado, for deposit to the credit 
of the Bank of Telluride. 


Still President of Bank. 


Since Mr. Waggoner is still presi- 
dent of the Bank of Telluride, it was 
pointed out yesterday by the New 
York bankers that he could draw 
checks with the consent of the Colo- 


rado Bank Examiner against the 
credit and authorize the return of 
the collateral and thereby immediate- 
ly restore the proceeds of the fraud. 

Such a solution must wait, how- 
ever, the bankers explained, until it 
is determined what attitude Mr. 
Waggoner may take about restitu- 
tion, and whether the acceptance of 
such checks might involve the risk 
of simply putting the New York 
claimant banks among the other 
creditors of the Bank of Telluride. 
Mr. Waggoner is quoted as saying 
his bank was in bad condition and 
that the $500,000 was needed to pro- 
tect his depositors from loss; and 
that the New York banks would not 

' miss it. 

George J. Mintzer, Assistant United 
States Attorney, is preparing here to 
complete the presentation of the 
case to the Federal grand jury next 
week, in the expectation of proceed- 
ing to immediate trial upon the ar- 
rival of witnesses from Telluride.

“Personalities are everything; 
policies and principles explain 
nothing without personalities,’’ the 
Rev. Dr. Lewis S. Mudge of Phila- 
delphia said in a sermon yester- 
day morning at the West End 
Presbyterian Church, 105th Street 
and Amsterdam Avenue.

The development of the social cus- 
tom of the ‘‘week-end’’ was cited as 
one of the chief causes of a modern 
disintegration of Protestantism by 
the Rev. Dr. Selden P. Delaney, rec- 
tor of the Episcopal Church of St.

‘‘Protestantism,” he said, “‘is diss 
integrating before our eyes. Any one 
who knows intimately the religious 
situation in this country cannot es- 
cape the conclusion that the future 
of Protestantism is very precarious. 

“‘One of the most potent causes is 
the striking development during the 
past decade or so of the institution 
known as the week-end. It has be- 
come a commonly accepted axiom 
with millions of Protestants that the 
week-end is to be spent in some sort 
of outing or pleasure. 

‘“‘As they have never been taught 
that there was any sort of obliga- 
tion binding upon them to attend 
church on Sunday, church-going has | 
simply ceased to have a place in} 
their lives. The religious havoc | 
wrought by the week-end has been | 
greatly accelerated by the radio. If 
the only reason for going to church} 
is to listen to a sermon, as most) 
Protestants have always believed, 
then why take the trouble to go to} 
church if youcan hear a sermon over | 





the radio while sitting in a comfort- 
able chair at home or lying in bed? 

“Another cause of the growing 
weakness of Protestantism is th 
fact that the childrén of most Prot-| 
estant parents are receiving an en-| 
tirely secular education. 

“The third cause that is under-| 
mining the strength of Protestantism 
is that it is becoming honeycombed | 
by skeptical modernism.”’ | 

In a sermon at the cathedral dur- 
ing the afternoon the Rev. Dr. Albert 
E. Ribourg, rector of St. Andrew's 
Episcopal Church, asserted that the 
wider range of modern life required 
a stronger religious motive. 

“This larger life,’’ he said, “‘re- 
quires a stronger religious motive 
and purpose to control it if it is not 
to become very worldly, even mean 
and sordid. With advancing facili-| 
ties desire enlarges. We want to live 
faster, to see more, to possess and 
enjoy more. There is no limit to de- 
sire. It is very evident that the en- 
larged facilities of modern life have 
raised in a new and acute form the! 
problem of care for the morrow.”’

FINDS STRIFE INEVITABLE 





But Believes Fertility of Ancient 
Palestine Can Be | 2stored by Its 
Exiled People. 





| “Can Jews Be Happy in Palestine,” 


iwas the subject of the sermon de- 
|livered by the Rev. Dr. John Fal- 
;coner Fraser at the Central Baptist 
|Church, Amsterdam Avenue and 
Ninety-second Street, yesterday. 
“The Zionist movement is one of 
the strangest in history,’’ said Dr. 
|Fraser. ‘‘The present situation is 
oe a recurrence of what has been 


going on through centuries when 
armies have marched through the 
land. It is the most anomalous land 
in all the world; the most barren and 
the most fertile; the land of wars and 
the land of the Prince of Peace. 

“The Jews will never be happy 
without Palestine, for it is a spiritual 
ideal with them. Israel has never 
igiven up. In fulfillment of the say- 
jings of its prophets, the Jews were 
idriven from their land. They lost 
their nationality but never their 
jidentity, and now is it any wonder 
| they look to the final fulfillment. 

‘“‘The Arab sees in the Jew, not the 
descendant of Abraham, but a for- 
|}eigner who, by reason of capital and 
political design of Great Britain, is 
|tapping resources he never tapped 
jand reaping the benefits of modern 
agriculture and education. The Arab 
isees 500 years of possession greater 
ithan 4,000 of history and tradition, 
and he has the sympathy of all Islam. 

“How is it with the rest of the 
|world? Christian concern and sym- 
| pathy is with the Jew, for the simple 
|reason that the world owes much to 
|the Jew and little to Islam. 

“Can the Jews be happy eco- 
nomically in Palestine? If you leave 
opinion to the impression of the un- 
tutored mind, the answer is ‘no.’ 
There are at present not more than 
170,000 Jews in Palestine. They make 
|up 78 per cent of the population. I 
|traveled with a family of upper-class 
| Jews from New York on their way 
|to Jerusalem from Port Said. They

FEDERAL FORECAST 
OF COTTON DOUBTED 


Southern Traders Expect Rain 
to Have Some Beneficial 
Effects on Crop. 


EARLY GINNINGS ARE HEAVY 


Exports Increasing and Likely Soon 
to Pass Shipments of Last 


Season to Same Dates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 15.— 
The main feature in last week's cot- 
ton market was the government's 
forecast of the cotton yield this sea- 
son, based on conditions prevailing 
on Sept. 1. The Agricultural Depart- 
ment's revised estimate of 14,825,000 
bales was a radical decrease from 
the forecast of 15,543,000 bales of just 


a month previous, but the breaking 
of the drought has given the doubt- 
ing Thomases some excuse for be- 
lieving that the second estimate of 
the government will fall short of the 
actual crop outcome. 

This problem hinges on the amount 
of benefit to the crop which the 
breaking of the drought will be. 
Many assert that Texas will not 
benefit by the rains to any appre- 
ciable extent as the crop is virtually 
made in that State. However, it 
held by many that the crops of Okla- 
homa and portions of Arkansas will 
benefit as there is considerable late 
cotton in both these States. 

The breaking of the drought in the 
West was general, and it seems in- 
credible that the crop should not be 


is 


jin some measure benefited. Whether 


frost will come early or late, it is 
impossible to foresee, but it is not 
now evident that the date of the first 
killing frost has become a matter of 
paramount importance. 


Larger Yield Expected. 


Despite the government’s low es- 
timate, there are many traders here 
who persist in entertaining bearish 
views in the belief that the crop will 
ultimately be considerably larger 
than the government's’ estimate. 
These point to the large ginning total 
issued by the Census Bureau. Gin- 
nings were larger than expected in 
practically all the States, with the 
exception of Texas. Large early gin- 
nings are no guide to the size of the 
crop. Thus year before last the gin- 
nings to Sept. 1 were practically as 
large as they were this year, yet 
the crop was a comparatively small 
one. It is more than probable that 
the large ginnings this year have 
been due to the early maturity of 
the crop in the southern half of the 
portion of the belt east of the Missis- 
sippi River Cotton from that sec- 
tion is coming to market freely and 
producers show no signs of holding 
back, being evidently satisfied with 
the prevailing prices. 

Spot sales in Southern markets 
have been quite heavy during the 
last two weeks. The demand calls 
for ome-inch staple or better. The 
lower grades are not in much de- 
mand and “%-inch cotton is being 
offered on a tenderable basis, which 
has been one of the influences felt 
in the contract market. 

With large transactions in the in- 
terior and the heavy movement of 
cotton to market, there has been a 
marked increase in hedge selling and 
this has been one of the factors in 
holding prices down, although a good 
part of the hedges had been ab- 
sorbed by trade buying. 


Improvement in Exports. 


Exports have shown an improve- 
ment and have exceeded the 
ances of last year for the second 
consecutive week. Shipments to for- 
eign countries, which for the first 
weeks of the season lagged behind 
last season, are now rapidly catch- 
ing up and will in all probability 
forge ahead of last season's ship- 
ments abroad at an early date. 
According to all reports, there has 
been a decided pick-up in the demand 
for cotton goods and mills are in- 
sisting upon firmer prices.

PITTSBURGH, Sept. 14.—There has 
been no noticeable increase in the 
general volume of steel buying since 
the ending of the conventional vaca- 
tion season. The annual rail buying 
movement was opened by the Read- 
ing Railroad ordering 30,000 tons. A 
large volume of inquiry is expected 
before the end of the month, but 
there is little trade significance in 
this rail buying, which is for re- 
placement purposes and occurs every 


year. It would require approximate- 
ly a 20 per cent variation in the 
volume to represent 1 per cent of the 


total amount of steel made in a year. | 


In the matter of steel demand, 4 
negative item is that a Milwaukee 
maker of electrically welded pipe 
has temporarily stopped production 
against several line pipe orders, 
whereby Chicago plate mills are re- 
lieved of some deliveries and can 
offer earlier shipment on new orders.
